Water bills

The Board of Education, School

the present the project of an ad­ 
dition to the South school. This 
proposition was voted by the dis­ 
trict last 
summer, 
plans 
were 
drawn up, bids asked and prepar­ 
ations made for proceeding when 
the Pearl Harbor incident inter­ 
vened. 


The board recognized the defin­ 
ite need for additional classroom 
space which has become more urg­ 
ent each year with the increase in 
population. 
The funds for such 
space had been made available by 
the votei-s through an affirmative 
vote on the proposition of issuing 
bonds for the building addition. 
These bonds had not 
been sold 
pending letting of the contract 
but could be issued and sold on 
short notice. 


Several meetings were held to 
consider the matter including con­ 
sultation with the architect, God­ 
frey E. Larson, Inc. The question 
resolved itself into a weighing of 
the need of the community against 
the needs of the country for the 
materials and man-power involved 
in the project. It was decided to 
seek the advice of members of the 
Congress of the United States rep­ 
resenting this district and state. 
Letters were addressed on De­ 
cember 24, 1941 to Senators Scott 
W. Lucas and Wayland C. Brooks 
and Representative 
Leonard W. 
Schuetz outlining the history of the 
project, its need by the community, 
its status at that time and asking 
for advice. Replies were received 
from Sen. Lucas and Congressman 
Schuetz stating that the inquiries 
had been referred to the proper 
authorities.

However, we still may 
move as wre still are on a 48 hour 
“alert.” 
I w’ill not be able to write much 
tonight as I go on guard at l l 
o’clock tonight. There are 39 of 
us privates who were placed on 
guard duty starting this morning. 
We will be on permanently until 
this present situation is over. Who 
knows, this may be for two years 
or the rest of my hitch. They are 
strengthening the guard all over 
the post. 
All w*e have is guard 
duty, no K. P., no fatigue, no bar­ 
racks police, or any thing like that.

had been made no word had been 
received concerning it. In view of 
the 
requirements 
outlined 
in 
SPA-9 it w'as felt doubtful that a 
high enough priority number, if 
any, would be issued at this time 
to guarantee that materials would 
be made available as needed. 
After 
further 
discussion 
the 
board voted that in view of the 
existing conditions w'ith respect 
to new' building construction dur­ 
ing the war emergency the project 
should be abandoned for the im­ 
mediate present. 
This action w'as taken regret 
fully. 
Many classrooms in both 
schools are crowded and it is ap­ 
parent that this condition will not 
be alleviated in the near future. 
Much time, energy and money has 
been spent in preparation for the 
newr building addition much of 
which wrill be lost. The children of 
the community will suffer from the 
inconvenience 
unless 
conditions 
change as far as building is con­ 
cerned in the near future. How­ 
ever the board feels that it has 
acted to the best of its ability un­ 
der the circumstances. The war 
effort of the country must be our 
first consideration. 
There is one possible bright spot. 
The request for a priority number 
has not been turfed down. If in 
the 
knowledge 
of 
the 
priority 
board it is felt that due to future 
defense work in the area it w'ill 
be necessary to expand the school 
facilities of the district a priority 
number might be issued that would 
open the subject again immediate­ 
ly. In such an event all the plans 
are ready and construction could 
proceed without delay.

A report l>y Mr. Richard J abn, 
unit chairman in charge of Aux­ 
ilia ry Firemen, carried detailed re­ 
commendations for preparations by 
the public to meet incendiary bomb­ 
ing when and if it should come. 
Mr. Jahn, after watching experts 
handle fire bombs and after at­ 
tending conferences of firemen on 
lair raid problems, urged the peo­ 
ple of Arlington Heights to take 
the following simple and inexpen­ 
sive precautions. 


Thermite and magnesium bombs 
dropped from a few thousand feet 
will penetrate the roof, so expect 
trouble in the attic. 


Have a bucket of sand ready 
with a long-handled shovel nearby. 
When a fire bomb stops sputtering 
so that you can come close to it, 
you can shovel it into the sand 
and smother it. Or you can shovel 
it out the 
window if you nave 
enough open space 
around the 
house. 


Clean out your attic; 
leave no 
stacks of old papers, magazines, 
etc., around in them (besides, the 
Defense Council need# them as .a 
means of raising funds). 


Have a garden hose connected 
with a tap in the basement, or 
at 
least lying nearby, ready to 
connect. 
Do not leave the .nose 
in an unheated garage or it may 
be frozen up and useless. It should 
be long enough to reach to the 
attic. 


Use a fine spray 
around the 
bomb to dampen the woo’d; a heavy 
stream only makes incendiaries ex­ 
plode and burn more fiercely. 
Expect trouble to occur near the 
roof and be on the alert. 
Do not 
wait until you have a big fire be­ 
fire you (Vscorer it; 
check fre­ 
quently. 
If you cannot handle a fire bomb 
successfully by yourself, call for 
assistance. 
You may not expect air raids 
this far inland, but if you are on- 
prepared and you shoulld happen 
to be wrong, you will not have 
time to* correct ycfcir error. 
Re­ 
member Pearl Harbor!

Numerous inquiries have already 
been received from citizens in these 
unincorporated areas eager to do 
their part, wanting to know' where 
they can fit into the picture. 
A 
place will eventually be availabile 
for all. Places of registration for 
civil defense duty and the legation 


of centers where various types of 
duty can be performed will be pub­ 
licized. 
In accordance with the plan dev­ 
eloped by the committee of which 
Dean Wm. F. Clarke of De Paul 
University is cha?rman, it is pro­ 
posed to include residents of some 
of the more sparcely 
populated 
i areas in the organizations formed 
by the nearby municipality which 
also serves them as a shopping 
and business center, rather than 
duplicate by overlapping organiza­ 
tions. 
Other unincorporated com­ 
munities have sufficient population 
and are well enough -organized to 
form their own separate councils. 
It is expected that Schaumburg, 
Norwood Park, North Lake Village, 
Palos Heights, Ontarioville, Colum­ 
bus Manor and. others w*ll follow' 
the action of Prospect Heights and 
will organize and operate separate 
councils of defense.
